address of the German Chancellor in which he indicated 
that in view of the utterances of the Allied statesmen 
it would be folly to expect an early ending of the war, 
epitomize the attitude of the two chief belligerents on the 
possibility of peace. Following the Lloyd George inter- 
view, officials of The League to Enforce Peace, of which 
ex-President Taft is the head, stated that the league is 
making no move to end the war, the unanimous view of the 
members being that it should ‘‘be fought to a finish.” 
The British press in general supports the War Secretary. 
“Now we intend to see that Germany has her way,” says 
the London Daily Telegraph. ‘‘The fight must be to the 
finish. There is more behind those two brief sentences 
than all the multitude of the Chancellor’s swelling words.” 
Tke Manchester Guardian, however, criticises the inter- 
view, saying, ‘‘To reject all conversation with neutrals is a 
sign of weakness.”” The Giornale d'Italia 
characterizes the Lloyd George interview as a “proper 
reply to Germany,” the Amsterdam Handlesblad 
says, ‘‘ We fear the desire for revenge is not an unimportant 
factor among Englishmen.” Viscount Bryce, in an ad- 
dress before the Congregational Union, decried the grow- 
ing spirit of hate against the Germans and the talk of a 
trade war against Germany, and declared that in establish- 
ing machinery to preserve the peace in the future, the co- 
operation of neutral states, especially America, would be 
necessary. The strongest features of the German Chan- 
cellor’s speech were his denunciation of Eagland for seeking 
to make Germany ‘‘a country without military defense, a 
country crushed economically, boycotted by the entire 
world, and sentenced to lasting economic infirmity,”’ and 
the declaration that any German statesman “deserved to 
be hanged” who did not use against the enemy ‘‘every 
proper means of warfare which is apt to shorten the war.” 
The German press applauds the Chancellor’s attack upon 
England as their chief foe, but comments on the indefinite- 
ness of the address. ‘‘An almost academic reserve was at 
times to be observed,’’ says the Berliner Tagebdlatt, while 
Vorwarts, speaking for the Socialist secessionists, is disap- 
pointed because the speech opens no prospect for shorten- 
ing the war.
